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Tun Morgue of Dublin is fall of all the horrors, 
without any of the decencies, of the sintilar institution 
in Paris. From the busiest and most fashionable 
thoroughfare of the city the stranger passes into a 
bye street, thence into a narrow lane, and from that 
again into a court, ankle deep with mud and water, 


and where never yet a wandering sunbeam fell. 


Here, under miserable shed, through which the 
wind sings mournfully and the rain drips heavily, is 
the last home on earth of those who are found dead. 
On a wooden shelf, in a livery stable, lie the young, 
the old, the middle-aged, whom shame or guilt 
have done to death. In no city under the sun 
would such a resting-place for the dead be tolerated. 
Little do the young and beautiful know that as they 
pass in all their bravery up the crowded street the 
wind which plays on their cheeks has swept over the 
corpse of onc, perhaps as young and beautiful, 
thrown carelessly under the sky, upon that 
shelf among the horses. A few pounds might well 
be spent by a city like this to protest the dead from 
desecration. There is a reverence due to mortal clay : 
there is something awful about the corpse of peer 
or pauper which should protect it. But, in this city, 
with its splendid buildings and its noble charities, 
a crazy outhouse, in a filthy lane, is all we can devote 
for the reception of those to whom, while living, the 
world has proved unkind, and whom shame, or crime, 
or chance, has sent, without a word of hope or prayer’ 
to the dread account. 

The dead do not feel all this, but carelessness 
towards the dead works injury tothe living. A jury 
is summoned to hold quest, and, in utter violation of 
all decency, they are huddled together in such a place 
as that tohold a solemn inquiry. So drearily cold, 
so miserably damp and comfortless is the place, that 
one of the city coroners has not yet recovered from 
an illness contracted by holding an inquest there. 
On Saturday the other coroner, Dr. White, declared 
it was a shame and a disgrace to the city of Dublin 
that so wretched a place should be set apart for such 
inquiries. He was powerless to remedy the evil. 
“The matter had been represented again and again 
“to the Corporation, but, as yet, nothing had been 
“done.” It is the old story. The dead have no 
votes, and they who are so careless of the living can 
hardly be expected to have feeling for the dead.

could be erected, for a trifling additional rent. Are 
the citizens in this case, too, to be called upon to 
supply the deficiencies of the Corporation? Are 
the Police Commissioners aware of this crying 
scandal to our city, or must we have a bill brought 
into Parliament to sereen the unhappy dead from 
curiosity and insult? Only fancy the scene daily 
presented. A low wooden shelf, under a rotten shed, 
in the midst of stables; two or three corpses thrown 
upon it, just as they were drawn from the mud of 
the river; round them are huddled together, stand- 
ing in the trampled mire, witnesses, policemen, the 
jury, and the coroner holding solemn inquisition 
into the cause of death, while the wind sings mourn- 
fully and the rain drops heavily throagh day and 
night upon the corpses turned to the sky.

THE CHINA WAR—THE FRENCH DISPATCHES. 

Ihe folowing is the report of the General in-Chief ot 
the expeditionary corps in China, addressed to the 
Marshai Minister of War ;— 

“ Bivouac of Palikiao, eight miles from Pekin, 
34th September. 

“ Monsieur le Marechal,—The victory of Changkia had 
avenged the treachery of the Chinese Government. I 
naturally expected to receive at my bivouac some 
explanation of the causes which led to the engage- 
meat of the 18th. No communication, huvever, came 
to hand, and the intelligence obtained during the 18:h 
and 19th apprised me that the Tartar army were 
occupying camps prepared long before on the high 
read to Leki, and only two leagues ahead of us. 
These fresh arrangements showed that they were 
directed by an energetic and skilful person. They 


were due to Prince San-Kolinsin, who last year de- 
fended the forta of the Peiho, and who, under the 
tide of Sen-Wang (chief of the war party) commands 
all the forces of the empire. During the first phase of 
our operations at the mouth oí the Peiho we had not 
acquired certain proofs of his presence ; but the unex- 
pected resistance we met with, and the reports of «pies, 
no longer allowed us to doubt that the Sen- Wang 
would defend in person to the last the approaches to the

‘At halt past five in the morning of the 21st Í passed 
in advance of the Euglish army, where my line ot 
march called me, and leit my baggage under the Pro- 
tection of two companies of intantry in a village situated 
at a league in advance of Chang-kia- Wang. I after- 
wards advanced to about three kilometres (near! two 
miles) trom Palikiao, and we there met the first Tartar 
widettcs. | chen made the following arrangements:— 
A small column as an advanced guard, consisting 
of a company ot engineers, two companies of riflemen, a 
detachmwat of pontooners, a battery of four, and 
two platoons of horse artillery, received the order 
to uo on in advance under the command of Genera) 
Collineau General Jamid, with the rest of the 
battali of riflemen. with rocket men, the battery 
of twelve. and the lolst Regiment of the Line, followed 
the movement. The advance guard was soon checked 


by large masses of cavalry, which outflanked its left, to 
which point the Eoglish army had not yet arrived. Ge- 
peral Collineau stopped and placed his guns in battery 
I made ready! to support him with the rest of my troops 
when a fire of artillery, well sustained, was opened all 
at once on my right. My chief of the general staff, Col. 
Schmidt, went forward in the direction of the 
enemy's cannon, and afterwards returned to report to me 
that the point from ‘which the firing was made appeared 
to be the centre of their first line of defence. This 
superior officer did not hesitate to desiguate that point 
as indicating the veritable position of the bridge, which 
was hidden from usfor some time after by groups o/ 
houses, surrounded by trees, aod by large Masses ol! men. 
Il ordered General Jamin to cause the battalion ol 
rifimen, the rocketawn,and the battery of 12 to deploy 
to the right, and to advance as rapidly as possible the 
battalions of the 101st to torm our right, 

“This movement left between the little corps of 
General Coliineau and my own a space which it was ol 
urgent importaaee to fii up. I seat Chef d'Escadrop 
Campenen, of the staff, with the order to those troops 
to fall back on us; but the order could not be executed 
before the entrance, in line, of the English army, for, 
at that moment, the enemy’s cavalry outflanked our 
two wings.
